Frank Caprio, M.D. and Joseph Berger 

An excellent book on self hypnosis which is highly recommended for anyone 
interested in this aspect of hypnotism. Foreword by William J. Bryan, Jr., M.D.. J.D. 


HYPNOTHERAPY IN CLINICAL PSYCHIATRY ** A (57) 
Harold Rosen, M.D. 

Dr. Rosen’s book is important primarily because of the powerful political posi- 
tion which the author holds as the head of the American Medical Association Com- 
mittee on Hypnosis. Paradoxically speaking, however, most responsible authorities on 
hypnosis, both in the United States and abroad, do not accept Dr. Rosen’s views on 
hypnosis and he “stands alone,’ as it were, with many of his theories. Nevertheless. 
the book is worth reading for the sake of its completeness, and the fact that it is 
written by a well-known psychiatrist whose views have great political influence pre- 
vent the book from being ignored. 


HYPNODONTICS: HYPNOSIS IN DENTISTRY *** A, B (38) 
Aaron A. Moss, D.D.S. 

Another excellent work on hypnosis in dentistry. Clear language, excellent photo- 
graphic illustrations, all contribute to making the text a must for every dentist. 


MEDICAL HYPNOSIS VOLUME! *** A (72) 
MEDICAL HYPNOSIS VOLUME II *** A (73) 
Wolberg, M.D. 

The above two volumes comprise the best collection of medical reference ma- 
terial on hypnosis to date. Although intended as primarily a reference work, it is 
not encyclopaedic in character and, in fact, is reasonably readable. These books 
cannot be compared to Van Pelt’s writings for readability and clarity of thought but 
the two volumes are, however, a must for the library of every physician who utilizes 
hypnosis in his practice. 


SECRETS OF HYPNOSIS *** pb (89) 
Dr. S. J. Van Pelt 

Contains excellent new material on hypnosis, together with a large group of case 
histories from Dr. Van Pelt’s specialty practice. 


MASTER COURSE IN HYPNOSIS *** A, B, R (70) 
Harry Arons 

This book is one of the best books outlining an actual course in hypnosis, 
written by a layman who has been active in the field of hypnosis for over 30 years. 
It is straightforward and easily understood. It is remarkably free from the irrele- 
vent, superficial dubious material which so often pads out books of this subject. 
Especially recommended to attorneys and hypno-technicians. 


A PRACTICAL GUIDE TO SELF HYPNOSIS *** B, R, pb, (6) 
Melvin Powers 

Clear, brief, this inexpensive paperback edition was especially written for the 
individual wishing to learn more about self-hypnosis without any previous knowledge 
of the subject. Although the author tends to be over enthusiastic, we recommend the 
book highly to persons who are without previous knowledge of hypnosis. 
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ANTISOCIAL OR CRIMINAL ACTS AND HYPNOSIS ** (3) 
Paul J. Reiter, M.D. 

Although overpriced, Dr. Reiter’s book is primarily a description of the famous 
Copenhagen case and is excellent reading for attorneys and others concerned with 
hypnosis and the law. 


HYPNODYNAMIC PSYCHOLOGY * A (39) 
Milton V. Kline 

Dr. Kline’s book is thick, heavy reading. It is not recommended as a beginner’s 
book, but is fascinating as a philosophical treatise, for which Kline (a doctor of Edu- 
cation) is better known. Good recommended additional reading. 


HOW TO DEVELOP A SUPER POWER MEMORY ** (30)
